Part 1—Legal decisions 


Bankruptcy Law 

> 1984 bankruptcy amendments upheld 

> Environmental cleanup expense claims and obliga- 
tions are dischargeable in bankruptcy 

> Undersecured creditor entitled to interest on the value 
of its collateral 

> Lender may use going concern value of collateral to 
defend against a preference claim despite prior use by 
the lender of liquidation value for other 
purposes 

> Payments to a factor recovered as preferences despite 
subsequent purchases of accounts 

> Proceeds of collateral cannot be charged with unpaid 
payroll taxes incurred during a Chapter II 


Financing—General 

> Failure to pay Florida documentary stamp tax does 
not render security interest unperfected 

> A fully secured lender cannot terminate or signifi- 
cantly reduce loans under a discretionary financing 
arrangement without reasonable notice 

> Equitable subordination of non-insider creditor 
requires showing of “gross misconduct” 

> Business fraud claims may be litigated under civil

> Payment of Tennessee privilege tax only on principal 
leaves security interest unperfected as to 
interest 

> Unpaid seller of perishable agriculture commodities 
entitled to priority over other creditors in purchaser’s 
bankruptcy 


Uniform Commercial Code 
> The priority of a security interest securing contingent 
obligations is not affected by an intervening judicial 


> Security interest in trademarks held perfected by 
Article 9 filing 

> Georgia to require new information on financing 
statements 

> Secured party’s action for conversion of inventory 
collateral not precluded by its previous foreclosure 
sale of substituted collateral 

> Security interest in patents held perfected by Article 


> Future advance and after-acquired property clauses 


may nullify the priority of a purchase money security 
interest 


Usury 
>“Sham” corporation may be a subterfuge to evade 
usury laws 
> New York criminal usury exemption held inapplic- 
able to a revolving credit agreement
